He struggled very nara to save tne 
enud and also to save his own lue out he became unconscious, 
borne people who saw them struggling tor the lite rushed toi 
tne spot and succeeded in saving the constable but tne gm 
was wasned away. Shri Dharman risked his own hie xor 
saving tne lives ol the children and recievcd multiple injuries. 

In saving the children from drowning Shri Atiuvayai Onak- 
kan Dhaiman exhibited conspicuous gallantry, initiative and 
devotion to duty of a very high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been awards* 

In the last week of November, 1979, a caravan of some 
trucks/petrol tankers, which left Leh for Srinagar, was caught 
in severe blizzard at a place between Gurnri and Drass. The 


vehicles and their occupants got stranded there. On receipt ot 
information about the incident, a police party consisting of 
Sub-Inspector Uigain Durjey and Constables Gh. Hydei, Sonam 
Chewang, Abdul Rahman, Ghuiam Hussain, Bashmat Ullah, 
Narbu Aungdus and Ghuiam Nabi was sent from Drass on 
the 28th of November, 1979 on foot. Even though the police 
party was advised that it would be dangerous to proceed beyond 
Drass as the road and other marked ways beyond Drass 
were under heavy snow and the temperature was minus 35 
degiee, yet they refused to retreat and toiled through the 
wilderness of the knee deep snow in order to rescue the 
stranded vehicles and their occupants. They rescued the 
stranded occupants and provided them with food and shelter. 
However, before the arrival of the police party, an oil tanker 
had already been swept off by a mighty avalanche burying 
it in a lavine alongwith its driver and cleaner. The police 
party also launched a massive operation with a view to locate 
the ill-fated tanker. In the sub-zero temperature and severe 
blizzard, the police party trackked a distance of about 50 Kms. 
up and down the hill in disregard of lisk to their lives. They 
were ultimately successful in locating the dead-bodies of both 
the driver and the cleaner. They pulled out the dead-bodies 
fiorn the snow and carried them on their shoulders and reached 
Drass after lour days. On their way back, they also rescued 
another group of five persons who had also been stranded in 
the blizzard.

On the night of 13th/14th November, 1979, a devastating 
f re broke out in the Goie Market area of Gandhinagar, Jammu, 
on noticing the flames, the sentry on duty inrormed Shri Ishwar 
Singh Dagar, Deputy Superintendent of Police who w as putting 
up in Central Reserve Police Force campus located nearby 
Shri Dagar immediately rushed to the spot and with the help 
oi the Cential Reserve Police Force and police personnel 
removed ail the articles in the wooden shops to a sater place. 
Even though there w ? as possibility of electrocution, Shri Dagar 
was not detened and cut the electric wires by climbing up on 
the roof of a shop in order to prevent the fire from spreading 
tc adjoining posh locality and a cinema hall. Thereafter, 
Shri Dagar jumped on the roof of one of the w'ooden shops 
engulfed with fire in which a number of civilians had beep, 
trapped. He forced an entry into the siiop, by braking open 
the wooden planks from the roof top, in the process of 
which he received some bruises and head injury but in dis¬ 
regard of the injury and personal safety, he continued his 
courageous rescue work and carried four civilians, one by one, 
on his shoulders to a place of safety.
